ed States: be.thirteen itnipeir alternat- 
ing.red and white, that th.e Union be- 
thlrte«n stars, white in a blue fleld rep- 
resenting- a new constellation,"

were adopted from Washington's coat 
ot arms at the suggestion of Benjamin 
Franklin, but be this true or not, the 
five pointed star, with one point up- 
ward is" an ancient symbol of authority 
and dominion of India, Persia and 
Egypt. It Is a sacred symbol in Chris- 
tian churches symbolizing dominion.
